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CHAPTER 296. 

AN ACT relating to the payment and report to 
the secretary of state of claims and accounts 
against the boards of regents of normal 
schools and the state university.

said board to certify claims and accounts for 
payment. 

SECTION 2. It shall be the duty of each of Itemized 
said boards within ten days after the expiration sprrame en (t)  
of any quarter to transmit to the secretary of 13°1  sectnretliery toofthe 

state an itemized statement of all payments state. 
made by it or under its authority during the 
preceding quarter, certified by the president and 
secretary of said board, which said statement 
shall be included in the biennial report of the 
secretary of state. 

SECTION 3. This act shall take effect and 
be in force from and after its passage and 
publication.
